THE SUPREME JUDGE. 
APPOINTMENT OF HORACE GRAY, OF MAS 
SACHUSETTS. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Nous 
Wasuineton, D. C., Dec. 19.—The nomi- 
nation of Judge Gray to the seat on the Su- 
preme Bench once graced by Judge Story 
has Been received with unusual gratification 
by eminent lawyers who are members of 
Congress, with, perhaps, a very few excep- 
tions, and it has greatly strengthened Presi- 
dent Arthur in the esteem of a large ma- 
jority of New England Republicans. Men- 
tion has been made in this correspondence, 
at different times, of the efforts made by the 
friends of other gentlemen to secure for 
them the nomination, and in Gov. 
Boutwell’s case Gen. Grant urged his 
avpointnient in an autograph let- 
ter. But the President has evidently 
looked abovd and beyond personal gratifica- 
tions and political backing to the legal fitness 
ot him who was to be selected to wear the 
judicial robes of our highest tribunal, a tri- 
bunal which possesses the power to set aside 
a law passed by both Houses of Congress 
and approved by the President. 

THE APPOINTMENT OF JUDGE GRAY 
to that tribunai will give it additional digni- 
ty, learning, and strength. it may not be 
amiss to state here that it was President Gar- 
fivid’s original desirg to have appointed the 
Hon. George F. Hoarto succeed Judge Clif- 
ferd, but thai Senator Hvar positively decſined 
the honor, and urged the appointment of 
Judge Gray. Had Judge Clifford resigned 
immediately on his return to Maine, as was 
expected when he left here last spring, 
Judge Gray would then have been nominated 
as his successor by President Garfield. But 
Judge Clifford feared that, if he resigned, a 
Maine man would be appointed to succeed 
him, and he declined to resign. Then came 
the assasination, and now President Arthur, 
after carefully weighing the respective quali- 
fications of the gentlemen named to him for 
the place, has indorsed the verdict of his 
martyred predecessor and appointed Judge 
Gray. 

FOUR NAMES ONLY 
were seriously considered in connection with 
the vacancy on the Supreme Bench—that of 
the nominee, ex-Secretary Boatwell’s, Justice 
Doe’s (New Hampshire Supreme Court), and 
Judge Lowell's (First Judicial Circuit). Itis 
understoud that ex-Secretary Boutwell was 
the President’s persona! preference for the 
position, but there were certain obstacles 
in the way of his appointment which 
rendered the selection of another 
man advisable. Boutwell will de 64 
next month. The law provides that when 
any Judge of any United States Court re- 
signs his office, having held his commission 
at least ten years and attained the age of 70 
years, he shall during the residue of his life 
receive the same salary which was payable 
to him at the time of his resignation. 
MR. BOUTWELL 

could not in the course of nature have ex- 
pected to remain on the bench more than ten 
years. Doubt were also entertained 
whether the Senate would have con- 
firmed Mr. Boutwell, owing to the 
opposition of nearly all the Democrats 
and a few Kepublicans to his appointment 
Senator Hoar was Judge Gray's especial 
champion. The Senator attempted to securé 
the solid support of the Massacnusetts dele- 
gation for his candidate, but failed. Many 
were in favor of Judge Lowell, and a few in- 
dorsed Mr. Boutwell. Mr. Hoar during the 
past few days becamie so interested in the 
contest that he expressed himself with little 
toleration towards several members of the 
delegation who opposed Justice Gray.

While undoubtedly Republican in his po- 
litical sympathies afd convictions, Judge 
Gray bas taken no part in _ politi- 
cal affairs, apprehending that one who 
allows his feelmgs to be _ enlisted 
in the enthusiasms and antipathies of party 
contest may visibly relax in that habit of 
impartiality which should characterize one 
who exercises judicial functions. In early 
manhood he attended as a delegate the first 
State Convention of the Free-Svil party, and 
was actively associated with Charles Sum- 
ner, C. F. Adams, Charles Allen, Henry Wil- 
son, S. C. Phillips, J. G. Palfrey, Anson Bur- 
Imgame, and others prominent in that his- 
toric movement. In society Judge Gray is a 
general favorit—dignified yet genial in man- 
ner, abounding in anecdotes, and ready in 
repartee.

JESSE SPALDING GETS THE PLACE. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune 
WasHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 19.—The name 
of Jesse Spalding will be sent to the Senate 
tomorrow to be Collector of the Port of Chi- 
cago, to succeed William Henry Smith. Mr. 
Spalding 1s Gen. Logan’s candidate, and the 
Senator has never had any other. He sug- 
gested his name to the President many days 
ago, but it was decided not to make any ap- 
pointment until all the recommendations of 
all the applicants were filed. Yesterday 


| morning Senator Logan took to the White 


House all the papers which bad been sent to 
him recommendmg anybody. Today the 
Secretary of the. Treasury and President 
were advised, by Penn Nixon’s representa- 
tion, that there were no more papers to be 
filed in behalf of their candidate. 

GEN. LOGAN’S POSITION 
from the first has been that, if the Repre- 
sentatives could agree upon a name and pre- 
sent it, he would see whether he could s 
pert them. If that did not happen, he would 
wait until all the papers were in, and then 
present a candidate. He has done 80, and his 
candidate will beappointed. He would have 
been nominated teday had it not been too 
late in the afternoon when it Was learned 
that no ntore recommendations would be filed 
on behalf of Nixon# Mr. Spalding was in- 
formed by Gen. Mogan, many days ago, of 
his probable appointment, and it is under- 
stood he has prepared himself to accept the 
office. His appointment will undoubtedly 
prove a surprise to the Representatives, who 
have thought that no appointment would be 
made until after the holidays. Senator Lo- 
gan was with the President this evening, and 
the private secretary was 
DIBECTED TO MAKE OUT THE NOMINATION 
of Mr. Spalding and to send it to the Senate 
tomorrow. It is now learned that the pur- 
poses of Gen. Logan have been misunder- 
stood from the start, and that when the Con- 
gressmen were undef the impression that he 
was working for Dan Shepard he had 
already notified Jesse Spalding that he would 
support him for the office, and that he would 
probably be appvinted. 


FARWELL. 

It is said that Mr. Farwell’s three candi- 
dates were in the following order: Wiliiam 
Henry Smith, A. C. Babeock, and, lastly, Mr. 
Nixon. George Davis never admitted that 
he had or could have a second choice, but he 
insisted that the Collector should be taken 
from the West Side. Gen. Logan has once 
more named the person who will fill an 
important Federal office in Chicago. It is 
unnecessary to say that Mr. Spalding was 
not a candidate for the place, and that it was 
some time doubtful whether he would take 
it. It has been reported that Spalding was 
ineligible on the ground that he was a ves- 
sel-owner, but, if it is true that such owner- 
ship would be a ground of ineligibility, it is 
certain now that Mr. Spalding has qualitied 
himself for the office, and will acéeptit.

THE COMING RECESS.

WasuinoetTox, D. C., Dec. 19.—As it is 
pretty certgin that the Senate will coeur 
with the H@ise in adjourning from Wednes- 
day until the 5th of January, seven Senators 
haven taken a French leave for their homes, 
ahd others will start tomorrow.

SENATOR JONES, OF FLORIDA, 
then took the fluor and made one of his able 
constitutional arguments on the Presidential 
succession, showing what might happen in 
certain contingencies. He failed how to 
present an effective remedy for the threat- 
ened ills. Jones’ view is that the constitu- 
tional term “inability,” as avplied to Prest- 
dential succession, can be properly construed 
only in connection with the idea of perma- 
nency. The case which he makes out insup- 
port ef this view is based upon the proceed 
ings of the Constitational Convention. He 
contends that a correct apprehension of the 
spirit of the Constitution can be had only by 
famttlartty with those proceedings, and by 
such studious efforts as will enable discus- 
sion to proceed, not in the light of present 
experience and thought, but of that of a 
centary ago. 
THE FAULT TO BE FOUND, 
in his opinion, with much of the contempo- 
rary discussion is that writers and speakers 
are more apt to express views inspired by - 
their own conclusions of what the Cunstitu- 
tion should mean than by an earnest desire 
to learn what was in the minds of its framers, 
The proceedings of the Constitutional Con- 
vention show that the original draft of the 
Constitution contemplated no such officer as 
Vice-President. It provided that the Presi- 
dent of the Senate should éxercise Presi- 
dential duties in case of the President’s re- 
moval, death, resignasion, or inability, and 
should exercise them only until an- 
other President should be chosen. This 
provision was disapproved, and the special 
committee to which the matter was referred 
reported in favor of a Vice-President who, 
in oasé of the Prexident’s disability, should 
exercise those powers and duties until an- 
other President be chosen, of until the in- 
ability of the President be removed. 
_ , THE CONVENTION DISAPPROVED, 
also, of this language, and in settlin? upon 
the organic law it substituted the word 
“devolve” for “exercise,” and struck out 
the clause “ until the disability be removed,” 
thus indicating, Mr. Jones holds, the pur- 
pose that, in ease of the Presidents dis- 
ability, the office should fall absolutely 
and permantiy upon the Vice-President, 
Had they intended otherwise they would 
not have stricken out. the saving 
clause. The office of Vice-President, 
mvreover, is shown by the records to have 
been created solely to provide for Presi- 
dential succession, and with that in view the 
framers oféhe Constitution took care that 
both the President and Vice-President should 
derive power from the same souree, in order 
that the two offices might be of equal dignity 
and consideration. Mr. Jones maintained 
thata President pro tempore should be se- 
cure in his offiee until the end of the Prest- 
dential term, Or until constitutionally dis- 
qualified by reason of promotion to the Pres- 
ideucy or the expiration of his term as Sena- 
tor.

AGnI CULTURE. 
LE Dec's “ TEA-FARM.” 

Wasninetox, D. C., Dec. 19.—In his an- 
nual report to the President, the Commis- 
sioner of Agriculture says: “ ‘The expenses 
of the attempt to cultivate the tea-piant in 
South Carolina has been somewhat curtailed 
without detriment to the experiment. One 
of the experts (Saunders), who visited the 
tea-farm established in Summerville, S. C., 
reports that 200 acres of land selected for the 
experiment are most of them covered with a 
heavy forest growth, the soil being poor, 
hungry sand, of a character to support only 
the scantiest kind of vegetation. Of this 
about fifteen acres have been cleared, and 
was under primitive cultivation. On these 
acres operations were commenced in 
July last. Space was prepared for 
sowing tea-seed and preparation 
made for covering the plants, which when 
young suffer severely on being exposed to 
the sun. The plants were growing well and 
constituted the entire tea crop of the farm. 
Saunders reported that, with regard to the 
future prospects of the enterprise, if con- 
tinued in the line of the present scheme and 
under the present system, it may be said 
there is not much room for encouragement. 
The poverty ofthe soil and character of the 
climate, in which frosts sometimes occur, 
seem to be unfavorable to the preduction of 
strong, highly-flavored teas, as had already 
been proved by experiment in McIntosh,

“ Recognizing the importance to our West- 
ern farmers of acquiring data upon which to 
predicate as to the probable action of the 
Rocky Mountain locust in 1882, I have had an 
agent specially engaged under direction ot 
an entomologist to gather such datain the 
permanent breeding-grounds of this pest, 
lying for the most part in the thinly-settled 
regions of the Northwest. Remembering the 
incalculable loss and suffering which this in- 
sect entailed between 1873 and 1877—losses 
which largely helped to prolong the com- 
mercial depression of that period—this in- 
formation seems to me of sufficient moment 
to warrant ans ual observations of a more ex- 
tended nature.” Commissioner Loring ex- 
presses the intention of making the crop re- 
ports much more accurate and exhaustive 
than heretofore.

SUPREME COURT. 
A SNAPGAME PREVENTED. 


Libby et al., sarvivers of A. T. Stewart and 
Francis Warden, against Lewis C. Hopkins 
et al., brought here from the Supreme Court 
of Ohio, court affirmed the decision of the 
latter court. This wasa suit to foreclose 
certain mortgages upon real estate in Cin- 
cinnati, given by Hopkins to A. T. Stewart 
& Co. as security for payment of promissory 
notes. Hopkins sent Stewart & Co., before 
he became insolvent, money enough to pay 
these notes and release the real estate from 
the lien of mortgage, and gave specific 
direction that the money should be so ap- 
plied. Stewart & Co., however, used the 
remittance in other and unsecured debts of 
Hopkins for merchandise bought of them, 
and then, after he became insolvent, songht 
to have the mortgages declared a first lien 
upon the property which they covered. The 
court below refused to allow this to be done, 
deciaring that Stewart & Co. had no right 
to set off an unsecured dent due to them 
from Hopkins against the funds intrusted 
them for a different purpose. The Supreme 
Court ot the United States affirms the judg- 
ment ot the Supreme Court of Ohio, and 
holds that, since Stewart & Co. refused 
to apply the money as Hopkins di- 
rected, they held it subject to his order, 
and continue so to hold it until the rights of 
the Trustee in bankruptcy is attached. If 
therefore, Stewart & Co. enforced the lien of 
mortgages, they must satisfy the counter- 
claim of the Trustee in bankruptcy of Hop- 
kins tothe money which they wrongfully 
applied. 


LOUISVILLE MUST PAY UP. 

The Supreme Court also gave a decision 
today in the matter of the Town of Louis- 
ville, III., vs. the Portsmouth Savings Bank, 
in error to the Cireuit Court of the United 
State for the Southern District of Illinois. 
This was a sult upon the coupons of a series 
of bonds issued by Louisville, Clay County, 
III., in accordance th a vote of its citizens, 
taken July 2 7 as a subscrip- 
tion to the capital stock of what 
was then called the “Illinois Southeastern 
Railway Company.” The corporation after- 
ward merged in the “Springfield & Lllinois 
Southeastern Railway Company.” The prin- 
cipal reason assigned by the corporatior for 
its refusal to pay the coupons, and the main 
point of its defense, is that, on the day when 
the bonds were authorized by the vote of the 
people of Louisville, the new State Consti- 
tution was adopted by the people of IIlinois, 
making it illegal for any municipal corpora- 
tion to subscribe to the capital stock of any 
railroad or make a donation to, or loan its 
credit in aid of, any such corporation, ex- 
cept in cases where such donationg 
or subscriptions had already been auth or- 
ized under existing laws by a popular 
yote of a municipality. In a long and care- 
fully prepared opinion by Justice Harlan, 
the Supreme Court holds that, in the sense 
of the State Constitution, the Lonisville 
Township election of the 2d of July, 1870, 
was held prior to the adoption of the section 
forbidding municipal subscriptions or dona- 
tions in aid of railroad corporations, and 
nnder the authority of valid enactments in 
force when such election was held. The 
bonds, coupons of which are in suit, were 
consequently unaffected by the prohibition 
of the State Constitution. For decisions 
upon the other points of the municipality’s 
defense, the Court refers to the opinion in 
the similar case of Harter vs. Karnochan. 
Judgment of the court below affirmed. Jus- 
tices Bradley and Miller dissent. 


A GREAT DUTY 
AND A GREAT RISK.

A BLOODY RECORD. 


Three Murder in Cincionati and Its 
Suburbs in One Day-—One of the Vic- 
ime, Fortuaately, Was a Burgiar.

CINCINNATI, 19.—There have been three 
murders committed in Cincinnati and its sub- 
urbs today. The first was that of Valentine 
Eberhardt, who was fatally stabbed this morn- 
ing in Kopfman's saloon by Frank Brigaci. The 
parties in the affray were both friends, and be- 
came involved in a sudden quarrei about 
nothing. The murdered man was 19 years of 
age, and was single, working in the city as a 
cigar-packer for Fritz Brothers, on Main street. 
Brigael, who isa molder by trade and about 21 
years of age, drew his pocketknife and stabbed 
Eberbardt in the lefi side of the neck, making a 
most ugly wouad. The cut wasin the axillary 
region, and produced a severe hemorrhage, 
causing death within four hours. 

About noon a most cold-blooded murder oc- 
curred across the river, in Covington, which 
caused much excitement. H. H. Bruns, a lum- 
ber-dealer, was the victim, and his brother-in- 
law, August Koors, the perpetrator of the deed, 
A short time ago Mrs. Bruns, a sister ot Koors, 
sued her husband for adivorce. In answering 
the petition, Bruns made some statements about 
his wife which Koors took exception to, and 
for which, it is said, he resolved to kill Dim. 
This morning he ieft his work, and, with 
a pistol in his pocket, began searching for his 
victim. About 12 o'clock he noticed Bruns in 
front of Harris’ saloon on Scott street, be- 
tween Fourth and Fifth streets. Bruns 
had his back turned to Koors, when the latter 
stepped up, putting the pistol almost against 
him, and pulled the trigger.

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THE supervision of emigration was recent- 
ly discussed in the German Parliament, and 
upon being questioned the Under Secretary 
of State replied that a bill would be iatro- 
duced by the Government early in the spring 
dealing with the subject. During the dis- 
cussion some interesting figures were 
brought to light by the Under Secretary, 
who claimed that Germany was not the only 
country affected by emigration. For in- 
stance, in the years 1877, 1878, 1879, and 1880 
the number of Germans who emigrated 
through Hamburg and Bremen alone was 
20,800, 23,000, 28,000, and 94, 000, respectively, 
while the inflow of the non-German 
stream through the same ports was 
measured by the figures 21,000, 25,000, 
22,000, and 54,000. The Austro-Hungarian 
emigration during these four years ruse from 
7.016 to 23,639, and of the Scandinavian States 
from 1,219 to 12,708. In discussing the causes 
ef emigration one Deputy very pertinentiy 
suggested that Germans are attracted to the 
United States by the certainty of finding here 
everythilg which they vainly ask from their 
Governments at home. It to this are added 
the desire to escape military service, the re- 
lations of war-population to the food-produ- 
cing capacity of the country, and the low 
wages of labor in all departments, no fur 
ther causes need be looked for.

The Rev. Dr. Thomas preached 4 very 
practical and pertinent sermon last Sunday 
upon “Our City’s Morals,” and addressed 
himself to the subject with more of worldly 
wisdom than usually characterizes the 
clergy when they grapple with the evils of 
the times. Nearly all of them approach the 
subject from the religious standpoint alone, 
and suggest religious, theological, and some- 
times dogmatic remedies, which may be ex: 
cellent in themselves, go far as they go, but 
are not curative in all cases unless they are 
reinforeed by the remedies known to the law 
and the machinery of courta 

Dr. Thomas deals largely with these evils 
from the spiritual side, and the suggestions 
which he makes in this direction are not for 
us to criticise, as Tux Tribune is not a re 
ligious organ and does not lay any claim to 
the experience which a clergyman has in 
bringing relizious agencies to bear upon sin. 
But Dr. Thomas does not confine himself to 
the religious element. He discusses the 
question from the worldly point of view also, 
and makes some suggestions which are wor- 
thy the attention of the municipal authort- 
ties and our citizens generally. This is par- 
ticularly true as regards temperance. His 
recent severance from the Methodist denom- 
ination has left him free to say many things 
which he could not have said in his old pul- 
pits, and what he says upon the subject of 
intemperance is in accord with the common- 
sense views of men of the world who have 
given the subject thought and have been 
practically connected with temperance (not 
prohibition) reforms. 

He recognizes the evils of intemperance 
and the right of society to regulate the traffic 
in liquors for its own protection, and the ad- 
ditional right to impose a heavy tax upon the 
business because itis the most dangerous 
traffic in our midst. So faras habitual drunk- 
ards and minors are concerned, he demands 
that the law shall prevent the sale of liquor 
to them. Noone will dispute that demand, 
at least no right-minded person. As to pro- 
hibition, he pays little attentinn to it, because 
the evil cannot be abolished by prohibition, 
and here again he is only reaffirming the re- 
sults of long experience and repeated tests. 
But he does not dismiss the subject without 
making some practical suggestions. 

One of these is, that if we are to have more 
police let the saloons pay for them, as it is 
owing to the saloons that more police are 
needed. They should be taxed, and taxed 
higher than they are now, so that they may 
bear the burdens which they impose on the 
community. Liquor is responsible for near- 
ly all the crimes committed in this commu- 
nity; for the insecurity of life and property 
in our midst; for the necessity for a large 
police force; and, being thus responsible, it 
should be compelled to meet the responsibil- 
ity and pay tor it. It would also follow that 
a higher tax or license Would reduce the bulk 
of crime, because it proceeds from the low 
dens and doggeries which would be shut up 
by a higher license, 

A seeund suggestion made by Dr. Thomas 
has often been made by Tuk Trisune— 
namely: that a distrimination should be 
made between distilled and fermented 
liquors, and that the latter should be 
kept as pure as possible. Beer is re- 
sponsible for very littie if any crime. 
Whisky is the fiend that is accountadie for 
nearly all the evils of our city. It is the 
adulterated, poisohed stuff retailed in low 
doggeries all over that district which Dr. 
Thomas indicates (between Clark and State 


| and Congress and Fourteenth streets) which 


has made that district a hell-hole.” If this 
stuff could be taxed se high that it could not 
be sold in these doggeries—better still, if it 
could be taxed out of existence and people 
could be indaced to drink light wines and

country. Many of our neigh- 
boring cities—St. Louis, Cincinnati, Indian- 
apolis, and Milwaukee—are even worse than 
Chicago. Whatever vices we have are only 
poor copies of those in New York and other 
Eastern cities, but this does not lessen our 
responsibility of course, and if uvon some 
such basis as Dr. Thomas has suggested the 
civil and the religious elements could com- 
bine In a joint assault upon crime it would 
be greatly diminished. Perhaps if Dr. 
Thomas were to have a personal interview 
with Carter Harrison and wrestie with biin, 
much good might be accomplished. Dr. 
Thomas has expressed his willingness to go 
into the Park Theatre with his Bible and his 
choir and commence work. What better 
ean the Mayor de than to help him get 
a foothold and give him all the ald the 
municipal authority has at its command ? 
THE SOUTH NOT MENTIONED IN THE 

IIA. 

It is elalmed for Senator David Davis that 
he has discovered that President Arthur’s 
message is the first Presidential message in 
forty years that has not spoken of the 
“South as a distinctive part of the country.“ 
This be.ng the fact, it marks a striking cir- 
cumstance in the progressive history ot the 
country, and especially in the history of 
American politics. 

During the last third of a century the af- 
fairs, institutions, and poilitics of “ the South“ 
have been the foremost topic of American 
politics. Theré were extremists on both 
sides, and between these two factions the 
country was eventually plunged into a gi- 
gantic Civil War of four years’ duration. Ip 
this War “ the South,” though overwhelmed 
and prostrate, furnisned the leading issues 
of politics. For twenty years following the 
War Presidents and Congressmen continued 
to be elected upon the issues of the great Re- 
beilion and upon “ politics” involving ques- 
tions of how “the South” was to be gov- 
erned. 

In 1877 Mr. Hayes became President. He 
thought that some of the asperities of war 
times might be abandoned. He talked of 
conciliation and union. In his term the 
Southern State Governments were alluwed to 
stand or fall upon popular support, and were 
no longer upheld by bayonet rule.“ Hayes 
went even so far as to intimate that South- 
ern elections might be permitted without the 
presence of Federal troops on election-day at 
the polls. For all this he was savagely 
abused, was roundly denounced, and a new 
party within the Kepudlican party was 
formed, which styled itself me Staiwarts.’’ 
This faction protested against the discontinu- 
ance of the “mailed nand in Southern poli- 
tics, aud the discontinuance of the bayvnet”’ 
at the polis, and generally against any pollt- 
jeal tolerauon at the South“ to any person 
save those who trained with the Stalwart 
faction. President Hayes was voted an im- 
becile and a quasi-traitor, and his triends 
were declared Haif-Broeds”’ and chicken- 
hearted”’ use they did not continue to 
make “the South” the all-ungrossing sub- 
ject of legislative force and Governmental 
supervision. 

The Chicago Convention was the scene of 
a momentous struggle between the so-called 
“ Stalwarts”’ and those who thought the War 
was about over, and that struggie ended in 
the casting of 308 bronze medals to commem- 
orate the defeat of the Stal warts,“ waose 
voice was sill fer war. In addition, the vic- 
tors magnanimously selected a conspicuous 
“Stalwart” as Vice-Presidggt, and elected 
him with their own concilfation candidate. 
In the course of a few months the President 
Was assasinated by a wreich proclaiming 
himself to be a “Stalwart of the Stalwarts,”’ 
and Chester A. Arthur, of the wariike “ Stal- 
warts,“ succeeded to the Presidency. 

Now, this war-paint and tomahawk Stal- 
wart” President distinguishes himself as the 
first President during forty years who has 
Omitted, and intentionally, to refer to “the 
South” as part of the American Union; as 
the first President who has spoken of the 
whole American people as of one family, 
having one country, one present, and one 
future; the first President who in twenty 
years has not referred to the Rebellion, or 
reconstruction, or emancipation, or civil- 
rights vill, or enfranchisement of the blacks, 
or elections and frauds and bulldozing in 
Dixie; and, in fact,has ignored Dixie alto- 
gether as a seat of disturvance or perturba- 
tion. He closed the Southern book, refused 
to look at that ledger or make an entry 
therein. Accepting this action uf the Presi- 
dent as the last and crowning act in 
the abandonment of all the policy of 
the “Stalwart” faction, and as a formal 
renunciation of Stalwartism and a recog- 
nition of the South” as a reconstructed and 
essential part of the solidified Union, the 
question naturally arises Why should Stal- 
wartism” and the Stalwart faction any 
longer exist to divide, distract, and endanger 
the ascendency of the great coustitutivnal 
party of the Union? There is no longer a 
“Solid Sontn.” It is dissulving into its 
original integral parts; there is no longer a 
pulitical “South,” to which the Presi- 
dent, or Congress, or the Government can 

refer as a separate and distinct part of the 
Nation. Why then a “Stalwart” President ? 
Why a “Stalwart” Cabinet? Why an ex- 
clusively “Stalwart” civil service? Why 
is “Stalwartism’’ retained as the essential 
qualification requisit for every Federal ap- 
pointment from a Cabinet officer down to the 
humbiest clerk in the service of the Nation? 

„The South“ being no longer regarded as 
a fit subject for Stalwart” legislation and 
“Stalwart” government, why should the 
President subject the people of the North, 
and especially of the Republican party, to 
“ Stalwart” discipline and Stalwart’ os- 
tracisin? In recognizing “the Sdhth” as 
having been reconciled and forgiven the 
past, why has the President transferred his 
“Stalwart” system of rewards and punish- 
ments to the friends and supporters ot the 
illustrious statesman whose mangied remains 
test at Cleveland? Does “ Stalwartism” 
pursue the dead? Is the friendship and cunfi- 
dence shown by Garfield considered by his sue- 
cessor a sign of political outiawry, and is a 
3U6 third-termer medal the only open-sesame 
to the honors and emoluments of the Repub- 
lican party ? 

— 

Juper Eustace, of the Thill teenth Illinois 
Cireuit, made a sincere and well- directed ef- 
fort at Morrison Saturday to stop the abuses 
ot the law providing for peremptory change 
of venue on ex-parte affidavits. The usual 
course Was adopted by the défense. The 
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the law itself is beyond the reach of judiciai 
cure. ltoughtto be torn up by the roots 
and thrown out of the statute books. Itis a 
disgrace to our criminal procedure. It stood 
without amendment until last winter for 
sixty years, and the amendment was not 
nearly sufficient, We believe the law ought 
to be wholly abrogated. Such is the opinion 
of at least one of the Supreme Court Judges, 
and probably of more. Why should there be 
a change of venue when the least proof of 
prejudice will iufallibly put an error in the 
record and subject all the proceedings to re- 
view by a higher court? So long as the lower- 
court Judges are stripped of authority and 
discretion they could not damage the case of 
the meanest criminal, however they might 
try; and it is ineonceivable that any one of 
them having regard for his reputation 
and his responsibility to the people would 
try. The provision might be dispensed with, 
as in New England, Michigan, Pennsylvania, 
New Jersey, and many other States, without 
danger to the rights o fendants. But if 
the Legislature should be willing to go 
as far as this, It might adopt the New York 
practice. In New York the application for a 
change of venue is made to the Supreme 
Court (corresponding in jurisdiction to our 
Appellate Courts), and the decision of the 
niotion is solely in the discretion of the 
Judges of that court. This practice might 
be adopted in Lilinois; and it should be sup- 
plemented by a provision that the change 
should be taken from but “one” Judge, and 
the hearing vf the motion be determined at 
the term of court at which it is made, and 
the case be given precedence over all other 
criminal business until disposed of.

NEW JERSEY AND ILLINO:S JUSTICE. 

Jersey justice knows nothing of the delays 
which an antiquated procedure has put 
between crime and its penalty in Lilinois. In 
the dispatches of Tuesday last it was stated 
that a man had been sentenced at New 
Brunswick, N. J., to the State Prison for ten 
years for beating and ill-treating his children. 
It was an aggravated case. The offense was 
committed Nov. 27 last, fifteen days previous 
to the sentence. The evidence was clear, 
and the wretched facher so fully recognized 
the hopelesness of a defense that he pleaded 
guilty. 

If he had lived in lilinois he would have 
taken an entirely different course. If he 
had money, or could get his friends to sub- 
scribe a purse for his benefit, he would first 
have engaged “a successful erimfnal law- 
yer” to defend him. Next he might have 
applied for a habeas corpus. This would 
have the effect of putting off his case for one 
or perhaps two terms of court. When in- 
dicted and arraigned he would promptly 
plead not guiity.” He would be bailed for 
$1,000, and stay out of jail to work upon the 
witnesses for the prosecution until his trial 
should come on. 

When his case was reached his counsel 
would produce witn wholly unknown 
to him or the Court who would swear that 
in their opinion he could not have a fair 
trial on account of the “prejudice” of the 
presiding Judge. A change of venue would 
be demanded, and, though the witnesses 
might be notorious perjurers, the Judge 
would have no discretion under the law to 
deny the motion. 

When the case came up on change of 
venue the defendant in Ilinols would apply 
fur a continuance, and if he should file per- 
jused affidavits sufficient in law to justify 
this demand the Judge would have no dis- 
cretion but to grant it. When the continu- 
ances for the defense had been exhausted 
the witnesses might be conveniently absent 
and the prosecuting attorney be compelled 
to apply tor another continuance on his own 
account. 0 

By these means the trial in IIlinois ought. 
with ordinary good luck, to be postponed for 
one year or vighteen months. Thecase coming 
on for trial, the able criminal lawyer would 
appear in court and demur to the indict- 
ment. He would move to quash for du- 
plicity, or joinder, or insufficiency, or in- 
definitness, or want of jurisdiction, or be- 
cause Arabic numerals were not good En- 
glish, or the defendant did not know what 
year was intended—“A. D.“ having been 
omitted. 

Counsel would next try to get an ignorant 
or corrupt jury, and, if possible, one that 
combined both these qualifications. He 
would collect witnesses for the defense who 
should know more about it than the defend- 
ant. He would badger and bully the wit- 
nesses for the prosecution, and insinuate 
without charging all manner of misconduct 
on their part. He would ask the Judge to 
instruct the jury that they were the sole 
judges of the law and the fact, and the Judge 
would have todo so, Counsel would takeex- 
ceptions to every one of the important rul- 
ings against him, and then in the aggregate 
except to them again, if he should be over- 
ruled when a motion for a new trial was 
made and argued. 

If his client should be convicted, spite of 
all the efforts to save him in the lower court, 
the able criminal lawyer would instantly ask 
the Court to “suspend sentence -an extra- 
judicial act that the courts in Cook County 
have lately indulged in, but which is a clear 
usurpation of the pardoning power. 

It the Judge should refuse to suspend sen- 
tence, a motion for a new trial would be 
entered, pending which the lawyer would 
ask to have his convicted client admitged to 
dall. He might be bailed and he might not 
be. It would depend very much upon the 
Court he should be tried before. The motion 
for a new trial might and recently has lu this 
county worked a further postponement of 
three months. 

The motion may be granted, but, supposing 
it to be refused, the defendent has a rewedy 
by writ of error to the Supreme Court. The 
able lawyer gets a supersedeas, and again has 
his client admitted to bail. It may be six 
months before the case is reached. Then he 
files the whole record the second day after 
the meeting of the courtin his division, and 
argues all the questions of law and of fact in- 
volved in his interminable case. The Su- 
preme Court reviews the testimony without 
being confronted by the witnesses or having 
any means to judge of their credibility, and 
very tikely reverses the verdict of a jury 
which is constituted by statute the sole judge 
of the law and the facts. So the case may go 
back to be tried de nuvo with all the original 
pretexts for delay, cheap quibbies, exceptions, 
and the weary round of juggles and frauds 
upon justice, 

The complicated procedure works to the 
advantage of the defendaut in another way. 
He has the benefit of the errors of both 


| Sides. If the Judge, or the jury, or the pros- 


ecuting attorney, or the prisoner’s own coun- 
sel misconstrues the law as the Supreme 
Court understands it, the case may be re- 
versed aud remanded. But the prosecuting 
attorney may not take advantage of his own 
error or anybody else’s. One false step is 
fatal tohim. He has no right of appeal for 
any cause. If the Judge and the jury misin-

Fancy stuffing for fowls is preferred by 
some cooks to plain, and it affords variety at 
least. For roastducks an appetizing staffing is 
made of oysters and cracker crumbs, with 
enought melted butter to moisten the crumbs. 
If the oysters are large, chop them; season 
with biack pepper and salt, and a pinch of 
cayenne pepper. To make chestout stuffing for 
a turkey, boil the chestnuts until they are soft 
enough to mash readily; take off the skins, after 
they are boiled, and mush the nuts to a paste; 
wet the paste with sweet cream; mix with 
grated bread, and use a good deal of salt and 
pepper. Apple stuffing for roast ducks must be 
mude of sour upples, with enough grated bread 
to give sullicient body to it.

Season with butter, pepper, 
and salt, but nothing else if you wish to pre- 
serve the apple tiavor.—Cari Schurz.

sued aguinst it. Temporarily the gold will be 
depus ted in the Boston safe-deposit vault, and 
certificates will be issued against it. This loss 
by abrasion, which, because it was cuncentrated 
and localized, has attracted so much at- 
tention in Boston, is going on _ silently 
all over the country, and the per- 
centage of loss on scatiered coins is necessarily 
mucb greater than is the case of the well- bagged 
and carefully bandied gold of the Boston banks. 
A great deal of this loss, which when onee in- 
curred is irretrievable, could be avoided if the 
Goverament would use gold certiticates at all 
the Sub-Treasurics in sums of $10 and upwards. 
, The Financial Chronicle approves of Vander- 
bilt’s course in the railroad war, and predicts 
that the New York Central will surely be the 
gainer by it. It points out that he fs adding to 
his lines so as to make the New York 
Central an independent railway system. By 
acquiring the Ohio Railway ne added an excei- 
lent feeder to his aystem. His efforts to gain 
control of the Heading, it is asserted, are not 
only for the purpose of obtaining an entrance 
into Philadelphia, but algo to aid in the forma- 
tion of a mew through route from the West to 
that city, so as to be able to contend with the 
Peonsyivania in its own territory. There would 
appear to be considerable basfs for such belief. 
The Reading would carry Mr. Vanderbilt to Har- 
risburg; from there to Pictsburg, it is stated, a 
Une is now being built through the cOke regions 
in the Vanderbilt interest; from Pittsburg 
to Youngstown the Pittsburg & Lake 
Erie, in which the Lake Shore has 
a stock ownership, could de used; 
arrived at Youngstown, easy connection could 
be had with the Lake Shore, either overa branch 
of that road or over the Painesville & Youngs- 
town, or a portion of the New York, Pennsyi- 
vania & Ohio. Such a line, it is said, would be 
forty miles shorter than that of the Pennsyl- 
vania. 

Should this scheme be carried out there can be 
no doubt Mr. Vanderbilt will have immensuly 
if as against the Pennsylvania 

On the north the ex- 
tension of the Credit Valley Road in Canada to 
a connection with the Canada Southern at t. 
Thomas will, dy furnishing the Canada Soutneru 
an outlet to Toronto, give Mr. Vanderbilt in- 
creased power over the Grand Trunk and the 
Great Western. 4 

The railroad war that preceded this, and which 
was begun and kept up by Vanderbilt the First, 
had ruinous consequences. It put the Erie into 
the hanas of a Keceiver, forced the Baltimore & 
Ohio and Pennsylvania Roads to suspend divi- 
dends, and cut down the income of the New 
York Central so that it paid dividends only by 
reducing the operating expenses to a danger- 
ousiy low ppint. Mr. Vanderbilt is quoted, as 
ha vm recently said that the local business of 
the Central would pay its dividend; io other 
words, the unfortunate peopie who do not live

THE LICENSE QUESTION. 


The Mayor's Views on the Subject. 

Mayor Harrison said yesterday toa TRIBUNE 
reporter that the saloonkeepers’ committee bad 
not yet called upon him. He did not believe, 
however, in the saloonkeepers paying ali the 
licenses and that the lumlermen should pay 
nothing, The papers were attacking Aldermen 
and calling them cowards because they did not 
grapple with this vexed question of license. 
Take it, for instance, In Lawler’s ward.“ said 
the Mayor, there there is a very large saloon 
interest. He's timid, and if be was to touch the 
au loon question it would dig bis political grave. 
Ald. Wickersham bas «a large constiteency of 
wealthy brokers and commission men, and if he 
grapples the question the dirt tumbies over bis 
political head. Andsooh through the whole 
list, each one dislikes to touch the 
question which comes 80 directiy into 
the pockets of their constituents.” He 
could conveive but one way to remedy 
the matter, and that was for the Council to es- 
tublish a commission to consider and report 
upon the question. The commission spouid 
have upon it a strong representation of saloon- 
men, as it wag this class. whese interest would be 
most largely touched. The commission should 
receive $5 per day while studying the question. 
It should be large enough to include representa- 
tives of the various interests which were liable 
to be affected. and in ten care time they could 
settle che matter, and we Aldermen would be 
relieved of a question which they dared not 
grapple. He was ju no sympathy with the de- 
mand that the saloons should pay for running 
the dity. Mvery lawyer, every commission-man, 
every broker, every real-estateman and mer- 
chant should pay a license to ald in support- 
ing the government of the city. Saloon licenses 
should 1 in proportion to the business 
trunsacte Where a man is bis own bartender 
he should not pay the same license as Brother 
Drake, who makes a fortune out of his saloon 
every your. I don't think $2 is enough in all 
cases, though if is in ma ** in others the U- 
censes should run as d gh as 1 or $400 per 
year. Didteputalie saloons should be wiped out 
entirely, and no saloon should be allowed a li- 
cense which sells Hquors to minors and drunk 
ards. But we cag't always control that, eithe 
It isa hard question, to be sure.“

STAR GAZING. 


Some Beautiful Steliar Sights on Clear 
Nights. 
Cincinnati © mmerectal, 

For those who love to study the beauties of 
the sky, the early part of these long winter 
nights presents sume of the most interesting 
objects to be seen atany season of the year. 
Orion is now well up in the early part of tne 


eveuing, being only two bours from the mend-, 


jan at 9 o'clock, at which time it is high 

gh to be very profitably studied by those 
who do not wish to await its arrival on the me- 
ridian. . 

No one can fail to recognize this grand- 
est of the consteliations. By facing a poiat on 
the horizon at about one-third of the way 
from south to east, and looking upward about 
half-way from horizon to zenith,a number of 
bright stars will be seen, which hold positions 
relatively indicated in the foljowing diagram, 
in which the arrow indicates the direction 
towards the pole star, and the hegvy dots 
stars of the first and second magnitddc, while 
light dots show the other bright though fainter 
stars. 
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We indicate only the most noticealie ui the 
sturs. and these will be sufficient to enable.the 
reader to pick out the constecilacion without any 
difficulty. Having tound Orton, no dne will find 
it uninteresting, fur there are in it a great num- 
ber of stars of the third and fourth magnitude, 
and more than seventy stars are visible to the 
naked eyei In the study of this beautiful con- 
steliation m eveumg may be very plensantiy 
and profitably spent, but if tne reader is fort- 
unate enoug to have access toevena small tcle- 
— — the objects of interest will be multiplied 
until not one only, but many evenings can be em- 
ployed piloasantly in studying them. 

Beteigucse—A—is a beautiful red star of the 
first magnitude. It is situated in the cast shou!l- 
der of Orion, and for the ticrinese of its color 
— comes nearer than ary other stur to 

ing arival of the ruddy Mars. It is placed 
among the variabie stars, but it is irregular, 
baviug no determined period of variation. 

igel, the bright star at B, is a beautiful 
doubie, its companion being of the ninth tmag- 
nitude, and of a biuish color, while the star 
itself is of a yellowish color, 

Delia Urionia, or, as it is sometimes called, 
Mintika, is the biwhest star in the belt (No. 3in 
figure), and is situated very nearly on the ce- 
lest ial equator, being about half 2 degree south 
of tt. This star is double, being made up of a 
second and seventh magnitude. 

Z ta (No. }) is a triple star, made up of a third, 
a sixth-and-a-ball, and a tenth magnitude. 

In the upper part of the conscelladion is a 
beautiful little triangle (E in diagram) in which 
the upper etar is a double, composed of a fourth 
and sixth magnitude; there is also a tine ficid of 
dimmer stars around them. 

There are agreat number of double stars in 
this constellation, and a little patience will en- 
able the possessor of a telescope to find them 
often enough during an evening to make the 
search interesting. 

The stars numbered 1, 2, and 3 generally bear 
the name of the the stars, as there are no other 
stars in the heavens like them in position and

given them by the University of Leipsic, 

Of all the objects of interest to be found in 
Orion, no one van say that be has seen the most 
beautiful unt he has gazed upon thé great 
nebula which surrounds the middle star in the 
sword. To the naked eye this star is secn to be. 
nebulous, and a telescope brings it out beauti- 
fully. All around the star. extending outward 
for quite a distance, is a bazy mass of a slightly 
greenish tint, and in one side of it there is quite 
a large and dcep opening through woilch cain be 
seen the clear blue sky, which, by contrast, ap- 

ars almost ag black as ink: nor is this all that 
8 interesting about it, for the star, by telescopic 
aid, is transformed into four sparkling gems of 
light, furming a beautiful little trapestüm.

THE CHICAGO RIVER. 


An Opinion as to the City’s Powers 
Over the Stream. 

The Citizens’ Association Committee on River 
and Harbor Was requested some time ago to 
secure an opinion as to the powers of the City 
of Chicage over the Chicago River. That opin- 
ion bas been received and printed in pamphlet 
form, and deals with the power of the city to 
bridge the river, establish regulations as to the 
opening and closing of the bridges, etc. In 


treating the question, the committee consider, 


first, whether the river is a vavigable water of 
the United States; and, secondly, whcther it is 
within the jurisdictiénm, control, and police 
power of the State and city, or is subject, in 
part or entirely, toethe power of Congress. 
After a full presentation of the reasans and ar- 
guments sustaining ir position, and a cita- 
don of numerous decisions bearimyg on the ques- 
tion, the cummittee report theif conclusivas as 
folidJws: 
THE OPINION, 


* 1. The Chicago River is not legally a navi- 
gabie stream, in the sense of its bed being the 
property of the vublic, but is actually navigabie, 
and subject to the public easement of naviga- 
tiom and it is, as to the regulation of the 
commerce engaged upon it by the Federai 
Government, a navwable water of the United 
tates, becuuse accessible to vessels of otber 
Stutes and countries. 

* 2. The entire power to regulate and control 
the (‘hicugy iver, including tbe right of bridg- 
ing it witu euch bridges us may be seen fit and 
uucthorized, and of r the use of such 
bridges and of exerciemg pulice powers upon it, 
is in the State of Iilinvis, or in suvhk municipal 
or other authority as che State may delegute—- 
i.e., the City of Chicago. Congress might, by 
allirmative legisiauon, restrict the State in the 
exercise of such powers, but it has not done 80.

the public.“ He seems to think that the 4,414 
wiles-of raifroad ia lilines originally beienged 
0 the State or the peepie—bimself among the 
rest—and that all it heeus tu dispossess the pres- 
ent holders of the property is for his brocher 
Communists to demand the pussuge of a 
joint resolution by tbe next Legislature to wat 
effect, and the needed reform will be secom- 
plhahed. “They ure great public trusts, ex- 
claims your correspondent, but he does not stop 
to explain woen, bow, and in what manner“ the 
public’ become posses-ed of over 4,000 miles of 
railroad, costing $20,000,000, earning ro 
per annum, employmg 60,000 persona, and ex- 
pend.ug $30,000,400 per nnnum in operatmg ex- 
enses. Here is property valued at 620,000,000, 
mut it bas no representative upon the State 
Board of Equalization which determines its as- 
evssed valuution and the valida of all other 
property aud makes the basis of taxation. The 
numunl earnings of tis vast amount of prope 
are now practically in the hands of three. men, 
who ure appointed by the Governor, who are 
styled the Moard of Railroad and Warehouse 
Commissioners, but the de stockholderg in 
there corporations and the .o officers d 
employés are excluded by law from being 
avpointed ou that Commission. I quote a %- 
tion of the law which authorizes the appointment 
of that board: 

“Sec. 2. No person shall be appointed as such 
Commissioner who is, at the time of tis ap- 
pointment, in any way connected with any rail- 
road company or warehouse, dr who ts directly 
or indirectly interested in @ny stock, bond, 
or other property of or is in the employment 
of apy railroad company or warchouseman, 
aad flv persun appointed as such Commissioner 
shull, during the term of his „ce, become in- 
terested in any stock. bond, or ovher property of 
any railroad company or warebouse, or in any 
manner be employed by or connected with any 
railroud company or warebousé.” 

A beggar, or a ward politician of the meanest 
class, is eligible to be appointed on this board 
but Jesse Spauiding, Potter Palmer Marshall 
Field, Perry H. Smith, and John Wentworth 
would all ve iveligible if they held a suafe of 
stock in any ruiiroad corporation in the tate.
